‘+ Prof. R. H. Goddard, the Ameri- 
|can scientist who hopes to shoot 

0 o CO isstimmer,

experiments and is confident-he

target, nearly a quarter of a mil- 
lion miles from the earth...’

A BRITISH OFFICER'S 
DISCOVERIES, 


Captain R. E. Cheesman, formers 
ly private secretary :to Sir Percy 
Cox in Baghdad, has returned from 
an expedition into Arabia, having 
visited unknown territories of the 
Sultan of Nejid. Accompanied by 
an Arab boy trained as a skinner, 
and guides supplied by the Sultan 
he succeeded in penetrating the 
great South Desert from. the north 
as {far.as the mysterious oasis of 
Jabrin, the position of which has 
long been a matter of speculation 
to geographers. The last six days of 
the journey to Jibrin were over a 
waterless desert and. water had ta 
be carried in Skins,

Jerra was the head of 
the earliest-trade route-from—west- 
to east. The field’ in which the 
flins stand is abaut one mile long 
and half a mile: wide. There. bre 
ruins of large, houses and streets 
clearly traceable, On the.old route 
across the desert the journey by 
camel probably took «six weeks. 
Now there are curs crossing the 
desest further’ north by the Haifae 
Baghdad. route in 16 hours.
